REMARKS 

Claims 5-8 are all the claims pending in the application; claims 6-8 are allowed; claim 5 
is rejected.

I. Rejection of Claims Under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

At page 2 of the Office Action, claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being

The Examiner states that the JPA teaches the use of the claimed compounds in a 
pharmaceutical formulation. 

While Applicants disagree with the Examiner's position regarding the disclosure of the 
JPA and the anticipation of claim 5, to further prosecution of the present application, Applicants 
include herewith an amendment to the claims such that claim 5 is canceled, thereby making the 
rejection moot.
